This is the starting point of Reading, How To, in which Herbert Kohl 
sets out to destroy the myths that surround the teaching of reading. 
He shows how the skills of reading and writing can be acquired by 
anyone, provided that the learning situation is an open, caring and 
informal one, untainted by questions of approval or rejection. And to 
assist those who want to teach in this way in the school, at home or in 
the community, he offers his own analysis of the process of reading, 
as well as a large number of suggestions for developing reading 
programmes and constructing reading materials out of the 
artefacts of the learner's world.
